the  legislation. 

It  should  be  dearly  understood  that  the  40'  height  limitation  is 
not  a  proposal  supported  by  a  small  group  of  home  owners  who 
wish  to  protect  their  views.  It  Is,  on  the  contrary,  a  measure 
urged  as  strongly  as  possible  by  some  22  improvement  clubs,  neigh- 
borhood associations  and  civic  organizations  whose  membership  is 
drawn  from  all  over  San  Francisco  and  indeed  parts  of  the  Bay 
Area.  It  is  a  proposal  that  is  supported  by  more  than  8,000  signatures 
gathered  entirely  by  volunteer  workers.  It  is  a  proposal  that  is 
designed,  as  we  said,  to  preserve  the  whole  relationship  of  the  city 
and  the  Bay  and.  particularly,  the  views  enjoyed  by  the  public  from 
publicly-owned  lands,  such  as  Coit  Tower  and  other  city-owned 
recreational  spaces.  Much  more  than  that,  it  is  a  proposal  designed 
to  prevent  serious  overcrowding,  heavy  additional  traffic,  police 
and  fire  protection  problems,  all  of  which  go  with  the  unplanned 
and  uncontrolled  building  of  high  rise  apartments  in  areas  where 
the  City's  Master  Plan  specifically  declares  they  should  not  be  built. 
The  Master  Plan  has  for  years  provided  that  the  height  of  buildings 
should  generally  follow  the  contour  of  the  land,  and  that  low  rise 
buildings  should  be  built  on  the  low  lands,  such  as  the  northern 
water  front,  and  high  rise  at  the  tops  of  the  hills  so  that  the  loss  of 
views,  etc.,  will  be  minimized.  The  40'  height  limitation  is  in  full 
accord  with  this  policy. 

Further,  as  pointed  out  by  the  Planning  Commission  Report,  the 
proposal  is  designed  to  protect  publicly-owned  recreational  areas 
from  a  substantial  loss  of  sunlight. 

The  40'  height  limitation  is  not  a  novel  or  revolutionary  proposal; 
it  is  in  effect  in  70%  of  the  residential  areas  of  the  city,  either  as 
part  of  zoning  restrictions  or  as  a  specific  height  limitation.  In  these 
areas  none  of  the  dire  effects  predicted  by  opponents  of  the  40' 
height  limitation  have  ever  occurred.  Property  values  have  risen 
spectacularly  in  these  areas,  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  40'  height 
limitation  in  these  areas  has  neither  caused  nor  prevented  effective 
design  there.  There  have  been  brilliant  and  imaginative  architectural 
designs  proposed  and  carried  out  in  these  areas  and  there  also  have 
been  many  houses  and  apartments  built  without  benefit  of  such 
architectural  excellence.  This  is  true  in  all  parts  of  San  Francisco, 
and  it  is  apparent  that  the  40'  height  limitation  neither  produces  nor 
prevents  great  architecture  nor,  as  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the 
plans  of  the  private  Roth  Syndicate  for  developing  the  old  Ghirar- 
delli  property,  nor  does  the  40'  height  limitation  prevent  the  invest- 
ment of  private  capital  on  a  major  scale. 

Essentially  the  arguments  of  the  opponents  boil  down  to  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  satisfied  with  the  intensive  three-year  studies  that 
have  been  made  because  these  studies  did  not  reach  the  solul 
they  wished.  Now  they  ask  for  more  studies  and  more  delays  so  that 
a  more  sophisticated  "solution"  can  be  achieved.  In  this  connection, 
"sophisticated"  simply  means  a  solution  desired  by  the  opponents.

The  Citizen's  Progress  Committee  is  composed   of  the  San   Fran- 
I    al   1-    tate   Hoard,  the  Business  and  Property  Owners  Associa- 
tion, the  Associated  Genera]  Contractors,  the  Building  Owners  and 
Managers  A    i  ciation:  and  the  San  Francisco  Building  and  Construc- 
tion Trade!  Council  (AFL-CTO). 

The  Committee  has  consistently  opposed  the  continuation  of  a 
situation  which  will  permit  irresponsible  developers  to  construct  a 
"Chinese  Wall"  in  the  North  Waterfront  Area.  By  the  same  token, 
it  has  opposed  with  equal  firmness  the  unimaginative  leveling  of  this 
unique  area  by  a  stultifying  blanket  height  limitation. 

The  Planning  Commission  study  on  which  the  ordinance  before 
your  Board  is  based  is  misleading  and  inadequate.  It  assumes  the 
;muation  of  the  existing  zoning  classifications  in  this  area  and 
then  postulates  its  findings  on  the  worst  set  of  circumstances  thai  can 
occur  under  these  classifications.  There  is  no  evidence  in  the  report 
of  any  sincere  effort  to  develop  new  and  more  refined  classifications 
for  the  North  Waterfront. 

The  report  demonstrates  that  the  sole  justification  for  the  proposed 
height  limitation  is  the  preservation  of  each  of  the  existing  views 
from  the  hi: Is. 

On  June  21,  1961,  our  Committee  submitted  to  the  Commission 
reports  from  the  firm  of  Livingston  &  Blayney  and  from  Sidi 
Williams,  both  eminent  city  planners,  which  set  forth  the  steps  nec- 
essary to  make  an  adequate  study  of  the  problems  of  the  North 
Waterfront.  The  Commission  staff  completely  ignored  this  ex; 
advice  and  employed  the  one  method  that  was  certain  to  avoid 
coming  to  grips  with  the  basic  problem.  Both  morning  newspapers 
have  given  editorial  support  to  the  position  that  a  proper  study 
remains  to  be  made. 

The  truth  is,  that  no  one  except  the  Russian  Hill  Association  and 
the  City  Planning  Commission  believes  that  a  varied  and  an  attr 
tive  development  of  the  wonderful  stretch  of  land  lying  alongside 
the  Bay  can  be  achieved  with  a  blanket  height  limitation.  Architects 
and  planning  groups  are  almost  unanimous  in  condemning  a  per- 
manent blanket  limitation  and  in  demanding  a  study  to  produce  .i 
better  solution.

STATEMENT  AND  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  BY  SUPERVISOR 
PETER  TAMARAS,  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  JUDICIARY  COMMIT- 
TEE 


As  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  Salary  and 
Wage  Survey  dated  January  31,  1964,  proposes  salary  increases  for 
986  classifications,  which  include  10,430  permanently  established  po- 
sitions. The  estimated  annual  cost  of  the  increase  is  $3,338,983,  in- 
cluding retirement  costs,  to  which  must  be  added  the  cost  of  vaca- 
tion and  other  benefits. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  compensation  schedules  and  the  ad- 
ministrative provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  are 
placed  before  you  today  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  for  reference 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  They  include  amendments  offered 
by  or  on  behalf  of  567  classifications  out  of  a  total  of  1,118  classifica- 
tions, proposing  increases  beyond  the  salaries  recommended  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

On  behalf  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  as  recommendations 
thereof: 

I  offer  as  proposed  amendments  to  said  schedule  of  compensations 
all  written  requests  for  adjustment  supported  by  necessary  written 
data  filed  with  this  Board.  I  move  that  such  data,  tentatively  con- 
sidered by  this  Board  as  warranting  such  proposed  amendments,  be 
transmitted  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  review  and  analysis, 
and  report  thereon  to  this  Board  not  later  than  February  26,  1964.  At 
the  same  time,  the  Commission  shall  submit  a  report,  as  to  what 
other  changes,  and  the  cost  thereof,  such  proposed  amendments 
would  require  to  maintain  an  equitable  relationship  with  other  rates 
in  said  schedule. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  motion,  the  highest  salary  rate  or  range 
requested  for  each  particular  classification  in  said  data  is  hereby 
proposed  as  an  amendment  to  said  schedule  of  compensations.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  tabulate 
such  requested  rates  or  ranges  of  salary  and  transmit  such  tabulation 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  together  with  such  data. 

Additionally,  the  Clerk  shall  transmit  to  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, for  similar  report  and  recommendation,  such  data  as  have  been 
duly  filed  with  the  Board  in  support  of  requests  for  amendments  to 
the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordin- 
ance.

Administrative  Provisions:  The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  con- 
sidered  and  d<  •  upon  numerous  and  varied  requests  for  amend- 

ments to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance,  affecting  working  conditions  of  the  employees  involved. 

Culminating  its  considerations,  the  Commission  has  forwarded  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  administrative  provisions  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Commission.  A  copy  is  before  each  Board  member, 
accompanied  by  a  letter  of  explanation  of  the  recommended  dele- 
tions, additions,  and  revisions. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  studied  intensively  these  administrative 
provisions,  giving  careful  attention  to  representations  made  both

Budget  Statement  of 

Supervisor  Joseph  E.  Tinney 

On  Behalf  of  Finance  Committee 


The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
today  the  proposed  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  fiscal  year  1964-1965.  The  Committee  recommends  it  unani- 
mously, and  asks  that  it  be  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  today,  after  approval  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the 
Committee. 

Two  itemized  lists  of  Finance  Committee  recommendations  have 
been  furnished  Board  members,  and  they,  together  with  the  two 
volumes  of  the  budget,  and  the  supplemental  budget  requests,  consti- 
tute a  comprehensive  budget  report. 

Supervisor  Jack  Morrison  and  the  writer,  as  member  and  chair- 
man, respectively,  of  the  Finance  Committee,  reviewed  each  item  as 
their  individual  consciences  dictated,  in  what  each  deemed  the  best 
interests  of  the  community,  and  have  agreed  that  their  recommenda- 
tions shall  come  to  the  Board  with  unanimity.  The  state  of  health  of 
Supervisor  Clarissa  S.  McMahon,  the  third  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  precluded  her  participation  in  the  substantial  portion  of 
the  Committee's  hearings  and  deliberations,  and  in  the  recommenda- 
tions predicated  thereon. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  held  over  a  dozen  meetings  to  con- 
sider the  voluminous  proposed  budget.  After  exhaustive  scrutiny, 
and  with  the  objective  of  effecting  expenditure  curtailments  without 
impairment  of  essential  services,  we  submit  the  recommendations 
dealt  with  hereinbelow. 


Budget  Totals  and  Tax  Rate: 


Departmental  budget  requests  for  $362,263,076  and  supplemental 
budget  requests  for  $3,385,231,  submitted  to  the  Mayor,  totaled 
$365,648,307,  an  increase  of  $39,777,780  over  the  current  budget. 

The  Mayor  approved  $345,457,269  of  the  budget  requests  and 
$2,134,316  of  the  supplemental  budget  requests,  or  a  total  of 
$347,591,585,  including  salary  standardization  adjustments  to  date  but 
excluding  bond  funds. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  additional  $4,324,332  re- 
duction of  budget  requests  and  $580,504  reduction  of  supplemental 
budget  requests,  or  a  total  of  $4,904,836.  This  is  subject  to  certain 
adjustments  which  will  be  computed  by  the  Controller  in  due  course. 
The  total  reduction  recommended  includes  an  adjustment  of  $1,045,- 
000  which  accrues  from  estimated  requirements  based  upon  contem- 
plated bond  sales  which  have  been  deferred.  That  amount  is  com- 
prised of  $475,000  attributable  to  general  City  bonds  and  the  re- 
mainder to  public  utility  bonds. 

We  cite  the  following  examples  of  the  budget  items  over  which, 
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among  others,  the  Board  has  do  control:  Hoard  of  Education  budget 
subject  to  possible  Increase  tor  salary  and  other  pur- 
ury  requirements  tor  all  employees,  Including  Inert 
made  mandatory  by  the  vote)        pproval  of  various  (.'baiter  salary 
ation    methods    I  i92);    retirement    contributions 

($16,975,960);  Health  Service  System  contributions  ($2,076,3(11); 
Social  Security  contributions  ($2,609,130);  cost  of  constructing,  main- 
taining  and  Improving  libraries  ($631,892);  parks  and  squares 
($1,579,731);  playgrounds  ($1,105,812);  Art  Commission,  for  a  sym- 
phony orchestra  ($78,986);  streets,  sewers  and  buildings  ($12,496,- 
480);  elections  ($619,449);  civil  service  ($78,986);  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  Air  Pollution  Control  District  ($145,059);  bond  interest  and 
redemption  ($32,671,065).  These  items  alone  total  $313,945,532  of  the 
$345,457,269  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  without  the  supple- 
mental requests. 

The  absence  of  Supervisorial  control  over  these  items  and  others 
stresses  the  correlative  that  there  is  a  relatively  minor  portion  of  the 
total  budget  over  which  the  Board  may  exert  any  control.  The 
Board's  jurisdiction  extends  mainly  to  items  for  contractual  services, 
personal  services,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies,  and  capital  ex- 
penditures. 

Nevertheless,  a  determined  effort  has  been  made  to  minimize  the 
increase  in  the  tax  rate  which  will  be  computed  in  September  fol- 
lowing ascertainment  of  revenue  and  other  adjustments. 


Specific  Items: 

Since  a  few  of  the  items  which  appear  in  the  budget  before  you 
have  attracted  more  than  average  public  interest  as  reflected  in 
correspondence,  press  reports,  personal  contacts,  and  otherwise,  I 
should  like  to  recall  your  attention  to  them  specifically  and  briefly: 


New  Employments: 


Department  heads  requested  a  total  of  701  new  employments.  The 
Mayor  reduced  that  number  to  384.  The  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Board  allow  215.  Of  the  latter  number,  30  are  located 
in  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  42  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  50  in  the  Police  Department,  and  49  in  the  Public 
Welfare  Department.  Since  the  personal  service  total  is  the  largest 
single  factor  in  the  budget,  exceedingly  careful  review  was  accorded 
each  request  for  a  new  position.  Favorable  Committee  action  was 
accorded  only  to  those  which  were  justified  by  urgent  public  need. 

With  respect  to  the  50  positions  of  Policemen  recommended  for 
approval,  the  Finance  Committee  has  conditioned  its  recommenda- 
tion on  employment  of  these  men  solely  for  the  police  duties  outlined 
by  Chief  Cahill.  In  order  to  assure  such  employment,  the  following 
language  is  to  be  set  forth  in  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance: 

"These  funds  shall  be  set  up  in  a  separate  appropriation  No. 
4.161.110.100  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  10  and 
not  to  the  provisions  of  Section  11-A  of  the  Annual  Appropriation 
Ordinance. 

"Positions  for  Q-2  Policeman  provided  for  under  Appropriation 
4.161.110.100  shall  not  be  filled  when  there  are  vacancies  in  the 
positions  provided  for  this  rank  under  Appropriation  No.  4.161.1 10.- 
000." 
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Department  of  Public  Health: 


The  Community  Mental  Health  Services  demonstrated  a  need  for 
augmentation  of  its  program  undertaken  pursuant  to  provisions  of 
the  Short-Doyle  Act,  and  thus  substantial  appropriations  therefor 
have  been  recommended. 


Recreation  and  Park  Department: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  submitted  no  recommendation  con- 
cerning inclusion  of  a  capital  item  in  the  amount  of  $850,000  to 
augment  presently  available  funds  for  the  proposed  reconstruction  of 
the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts.  The  Committee  and  the  full  Board  were 
aware,  of  course,  of  the  representations  made  in  this  matter  at  the 
public  hearing  on  the  budget  held  in  the  Board  meeting  of  April 
27th.  However,  the  entire  matter  had  been  the  subject  of  negotiation 
between  the  Mayor  and  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  group,  and  the 
results  thereof  were  not  made  known  to  the  Committee  prior  to  the 
conclusion  of  its  budget  sessions.  Shortly  thereafter,  a  communica- 
tion was  received  from  the  Mayor  in  which  it  is  requested  that  the 
Board  give  consideration  to  the  addition  of  $850,000  to  the  capital 
program  for  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  with  certain  conditions  to  be 
attached  to  such  appropriation.  A  copy  of  the  Mayor's  letter  has 
been  delivered  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 

Although  the  Mayor,  in  conformity  with  recommendations  of  the 
Budget  Priority  Committee,  had  deleted  an  item  of  $275,900  for  con- 
struction of  the  Sunnyside  Playground  located  on  Melrose  Avenue 
between  Verna  and  Edna  Streets,  the  Committee  has  recommended 
approval  of  a  capital  item  of  $190,000  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
necessary  grading  and  construction  of  retaining  walls.  Additional 
funds  needed  to  complete  the  playground  project  may  be  requested 
in  future  fiscal  years.  Funds  were  appropriated  in  the  1961-1962 
budget  to  purchase  the  necessary  land  for  this  playground,  and  all 
studies  made  by  the  City  Planning  Department  and  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  indicate  the  serious  need  for  a  playground  at 
this  location,  in  a  heavily  populated  area  where  no  playground 
exists. 

The  Committee  has  also  recommended  the  inclusion  of  a  capital 
item  of  $363,500,  in  the  Recreation  and  Park  Supplemental  Budget 
Requests,  for  purchase  of  the  Allyne  property,  located  at  Green  and 
Gough  Streets,  and  preservation  thereof  as  a  City  park.  The  Com- 
mittee recommends  at  the  same  time  that  a  condition  be  attached  to 
the  appropriation  requiring  that  the  house  now  located  on  the  Allyne 
land  be  removed  and  that  the  land  be  made  available  for  open  park 
and  recreation  purposes.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  $233,000  in  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  unappropriated  balance  of  Real 
Property  Account  No.  3990  and  $103,560  from  anticipated  receipts 
from  the  State  of  California  for  sale  of  land  at  Sharp  Park  Golf 
Course,  both  sums  being  available  for  purchase  of  the  Allyne  prop- 
erty. The  Department  states  that  the  amount  of  Federal  funds  and 
private  donations  which  may  be  available  for  the  Allyne  purchase 
cannot  be  determined  at  this  time. 

Public  Library: 

The  Finance  Committee  during  its  deliberations  expressed  a  dis- 
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position  to  recommend  in  additional  appropriation  for  the  purchase 
of  books.  However,  upon  disclosure  of  tin-  fact  that  the  Librar> 
Commission  had  on  hand  the  amount  of  $47,500  in  the  book  account 
Which  hail  not  been  expended  as  yet,  the  Committee  recommended 
no  funds  for  this  purpose  additional  to  those  recommended  by  the 
Mayor. 


Hetch  Hetchy: 


The  Committee  was  impressed  by  the  representations  made  by 
representatives  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  to  the  effect  that  con- 
tinued effective  operation  of  the  system  will  be  endangered  in  the 
event  that  replacement  of  the  Moccasin  power  house  is  not  author- 
ized at  this  time.  Accordingly,  the  proposed  budget  contains  an  item 
of  $4,125,000  for  this  purpose,  which,  while  only  about  half  of  the 
total  cost  involved,  will  provide  for  engineering  and  placing  of 
orders  for  major  items  of  equipment,  such  as  turbines  and  gener- 
ators, requiring  twelve  to  eighteen  months  for  delivery.  The  Depart- 
ment reports  that,  based  on  a  life  expectancy  of  fifty  years  and  an 
interest  rate  of  3*6%  increase  in  revenue  and  reduction  in  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  costs  will  result  in  an  annual  net  gain  of 
approximately  $120,000. 

General  Comments: 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  moneys  in  the  Sales  Tax  Capital  Im- 
provement Fund  in  excess  of  those  required  for  both  interest  and 
redemption  are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  offsetting  items  in  the 
budget  for  tax-supported  capital  improvements.  Similar  treatment 
will  be  accorded  moneys  in  the  Land  Purchase  Reserve  Fund. 

Acknowledgments: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Harry  D. 
Ross  for  his  invaluable  assistance.  Acknowledgment  is  also  made  of 
the  services  rendered  by  the  staffs  of  the  Controller  and  the  Clerk's 
Office.

Police  Department 


Supervisor  Morrison,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Moscone,  moved 
that  the  budget,  as  transmitted  by  the  Mayor  and  submitted  by  the 
Finance  Committee  be  amended  by  changing  the  item  for  the  Police 
Dog  Program  in  the  Police  Department,  appearing  on  Page  155,  Line 
17,  from  the  amount  of  $9,900  to  Nil. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  when  the  program  was  first  initi- 
ated two  years  ago  he  thought  it  was  mainly  a  gimmick,  having  little 
relevance  to  law  enforcement,  and  no  testimony  presented  to  the 
Committee  had  changed  his  mind. 

Supervisor  Tinncy  explained  that  the  budget  item  is  for  the  in- 
clusion of  5  additional  dogs  to  augment  the  present  squad  of  7  and 
provide  a  complete  night  patrol.  He  stated  the  Police  Department 
feels  that  the  dogs  provide  an  invaluable  service  and  are  the  means 
of  preventing  injury  or  death  to  Police  Officers  as  well  as  law 
breakers.  He  indicated  that  the  Chief  has  pledged  that  he  will  not  at 
any  time  use  the  dogs  to  suppress  peaceful  demonstrations  nor  will 
he  use  them  on  foot  patrol. 

Chief  Thomas  Cahill  and  William  Clecak,  President  of  the  Police 
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Commission,  corroborated  Supervisor  Tinney's  report  and  reiterated 
the  pledge  that  the  Department  will  not  use  Police  dogs  against 
peaceful  political  or  civil  rights  demonstrators.

Supervisor  Blake,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  moved  that  the 
proposed  annual  budget  be  amended  by  including  therein  a  capital 
item  for  reconstruction  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  in  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department,  in  an  amount  of  $850,000. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  the  subject  amount  is  required  to 
provide  sufficient  funds,  in  addition  to  State  and  private  contribu- 
tions and  the  City  Bond  issue,  to  make  the  reconstruction  possible. 

Supervisors  Boas  and  Morrison  stated  that  they  do  not  favor  re- 
construction of  the  main  building,  or  "shed"  as  it  has  been  called, 
but  would  assent  to  restoration  of  the  rotunda  and  colonnades,  if  this 
alone  were  possible.  The  Controller  was  called  on  to  comment  on 
this  possibility,  and  he  stated  that  reconstruction  of  this  portion  of 
the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  a  relatively  small  item  in  the  total  cost,  is  a 
specific  condition  in  the  terms  of  the  bond  issue  approved  by  the 
voters,  the  terms  of  the  contribution  from  the  State  of  California  and 
the  terms  of  the  gift  from  Mr.  Walter  Johnson.  Supervisor  Tinney 
suggested  that  the  motion  be  amended  to  include  two  conditions 
suggested  by  the  Mayor:  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  established 
whose  duty  it  would  be  to  maintain  the  building  without  cost  to  the 
taxpayers  of  San  Francisco,  and  a  guarantee  of  payment  of  the 
$750,000  in  pledges  secured  by  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  League  be 
obtained. 


In  this  connection,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  in- 
formed the  Board  members  that  creation  of  a  Board  of  Trustees 
would  probably  require  a  Charter  Amendment  as  well  as  a  change 
in  the  City's  agreement  with  the  State  relative  to  the  project.

Supervisor  Blake,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Casey,  moved  to  amend 
the  proposed  Finance  Committee  amendments  to  the  proposed  an- 
nual budget,  by  deleting  the  Committee's  recommended  amendment 
to  the  items  for  Statuary  Court  ceding  improvements  and  Statuary 
Court  acoustical  Improvements  In  the  War  Memorial  Department, 
appearing  on  page  1002,  lines  2  and  3,  so  that  the  said  items  will 
remain  at  $6,200  and  §3,100,  respectively,  as  recommended  by  the 
Mayor. 

Supervisors  Tinney  and  Morrison  stated  that  they  felt  these  were 
valid  deletions  of  items  not  essential' to  the  current  year.  They  added 
that  an  item  has  been  recommended  for  the  expenditure  of  $10,000  to 
be  used  for  employment  of  an  engineering  and  architectural  team  to 
inspect  the  entire  War  Memorial  Building  and  come  back  with  a 
complete  report  on  its  condition  and  recommendations  for  correction 
of  deficiencies.  This  will  be  the  first  such  inspection  to  be  made 
since  the  building  was  erected  over  30  years  ago,  and  the  Committee 
felt  that  additional  expenditures  for  improvements  should  wait  until 
the  report  is  completed.

Supervisors  Blake  and  McCarthy  stated  they  felt  that  retention  of 
the  subject  positions  is  essential  to  an  improved  Community  Mental 
Health  Program;  and  that  such  a  program  will  result  in  fewer  pa- 
tients being  sent  to  State  institutions.  Both  Supervisors  stated  they 
felt  the  positions  for  management  personnel  should  be  provided  so 
that  the  professional  staff  could  devote  all  its  time  to  their  special- 
ized duties,  and  not  be  tied  down  with  paper  work. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  requested  that  a  greater  proportion  of  the 
State  subvention  for  Community  Mental  Health  services  be  spent  for 
this  purpose. 

Supervisors  Tinney  and  Morrison  stated  that  the  Department  of 
Mental  Health  has  been  expanded  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Commit- 
tee had  the  vital  concern  of  these  patients  before  it.  However,  they 
felt  that  the  management  personnel  positions  were  considerably 
overrated  and  the  need  for  them  and  the  clerical  position  was  not 
satisfactorily  demonstrated.  They  felt  the  establishment  of  part-time- 
professional  positions  was  not  justified,  and  that  these  should  be 
full-time  employees,  if  the  positions  were  created  at  all.  The  other 
positions  were  eliminated  because  they  were  designed  to  constitute 
part  of  a  team,  which  was  made  incomplete  by  other  deletions  and 
thus  ineffective. 

Supervisor  Tinney  added  that  San  Francisco  is  allowing  tax 
money  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  is,  in  fact,  paying 
more  taxes  for  its  services  than  any  other  community  in  the  State. 
He  emphasized  that  the  money  being  provided  by  the  State  is  actual- 
ly coming  from  San  Francisco  and  is  merely  being  returned  on  this 
basis.

Supervisor  Moscone  explained  that  his  "No"  vote,  on  the  resolution 
disapproving  the  State  plan,  was  not  to  be  construed  in  any  way  as 
approving  the  plan  recommended  by  the  State  Division  of  Highways 
in  the  Golden  Gate  Park-Panhandle  area.  He  is  definitely  opposed  to 
the  State  plan,  and  his  vote  was  merely  one  of  protest  against  re- 
peated abortive  attempts  to  delay  a  categorical  renunciation  of  the 
State  plan  which  apparently  the  majority  of  San  Franciscans  oppose. 

During  the  discussion  on  the  motion  to  disapprove  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  Division  of  Highways,  Supervisor  Morrison 
agreed  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  motion  to  disapprove  the  State  plan  on 
the  assurance  of  Supervisor  Blake  that  the  latter  would  vote  in  favor 
of  a  subsequent  motion  to  be  made  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  to  refer 
to  the  Streets  Committee  the  FKL-3  proposal  previously  submitted 
by  the  City  Planning  Commission.  Supervisor  Moscone  protested  that 
these  tactics  would  not  result  ultimately  in  an  agreement  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  a  freeway  plan,  inasmuch  as  the  FKL-3 
proposal  possesses  the  same  disadvantages  as  the  plan  recommended 
by  the  State  Division  of  Highways.

more  low  and  moderate-income  housing  would  result  from  selection 
of  this  route,  he  would  be  willing  to  support  the  motion  to  delay  the 
vote  for  clarification  of  this  point.  After  subsequent  discussion,  how- 
ever, he  announced  that  he  would  vote  against  the  motion  for  delay. 

Supervisor  McMahon  stated  it  was  her  understanding  that  the 
Streets  Committee  had  been  requested  by  the  Chair  to  hold  hearings 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  on  this  proposal  because  there  were  cer- 
tain meetings  scheduled  by  the  State  Highway  Commission,  and  they 
wanted  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  decision  for  consideration  at  those 
meetings.

Mr.  Adrien  J.  Falk,  President,  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,  briefly  reviewed  the  back- 
ground of  the  formation  of  the  District,  its  purposes,  and  the  current 
status  of  plans  for  construction  of  the  rapid  transit  system.  He  intro- 
duced Mr.  Winfield  Salter,  Engineering  Consultant  to  the  District, 
who  presented  a  description  of  the  entire  contemplated  system. 

Mrs.  Charles  B.  Porter,  President  of  the  City  Planning  Commission, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Mayor's  Transportation  Council,  described  the 
function  of  the  Transportation  Council  as  being  that  of  coordinating 
policy  decisions  between  the  several  Commissions  and  offices  under 
the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  who  are  responsible  for  one  or 
another  phase  of  transportation  planning.

Evander  C.  Smith,  Attorney,  333  Franklin  Street,  representing 
N.A.A.C.P.  Housing  Committee,  objected  to  the  present  hearing  on 
the  ground  that  the  public  hearings  before  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  were  convened  at  a  place  other  than  that  given  in  the  notice 
of  public  hearing  and  that,  therefore,  this  matter  is  not  properly 
introduced  before  the  Board  at  this  time. 

M.  Justin  Herman,  Executive  Director  of  the  Redevelopment 
Agency,  explained  that  the  hearing  before  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
was  a  properly  advertised  hearing  pursuant  to  State  law.  The 
hearing  was  begun  in  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
as  advertised  in  the  notice  of  public  hearing,  and  was  then  recessed 
to  Nourse  auditorium.  Mr.  Herman  continued  that  the  Agency's 
counsel  advised  that  this  is  a  proper  procedure. 

Mr.  Smith's  objection  was  taken  under  consideration  by  the  Chair 
and  denied. 

Everett  Griffin,  Chairman  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency,  addressed  the  Board  as  follows: 

"Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board,  on  behalf  of  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  I  would  like  to  start  our  presenta- 
tion of  the  proposed  plan  for  Western  Addition  Area  2. 

"After  the  Agency's  own  public  hearing  on  three  successive  days 
and  changes  made  as  a  result  of  the  hearing,  we  are  now  at  the 
stage  when  we  can  say  to  you  that  we  have  worked  very  hard  to 
prepare  a  good  plan — one  that  is  best  for  the  residents,  property 
owners,  businesses,  schools,  trafficways.  We  have  worked  with  the 
residents,  organizations,  the  churches,  and  civic  groups  to  give  them 
the  best  possible  advantages  in  this  plan.  We  have  recognized  hous- 
ing needs,  business  needs,  social  needs,  tax  needs. 

"We  have  worked  with  various  City  Departments  to  accommodate 
and  reconcile  their  different  interests. 

"We  have  created  a  rehousing  program  of  such  range  and  quality 
that  it  has  already  attracted  the  commendation  of  those  who  were 
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ptlcal  at  the  outsel  thai  even  a  minimum  rehousing  program,  to 
nothing  of  the  ite,  socially  orii  tited  hou  ing 

gram  could  be  organized. 

"We  have  set  oul  to  preserve  for  the  flrsl  tunc  in  this  project  ;i 
substantia]  proportion  of  the  structures  rather  than  remove  'hem. 

' VV,  have  supported  the  Mayor  in  programs  that  cannot  be  con- 
ducted as  project  matters  but   must  be  of  City-wide  scope. 

"No  one  will  be  moved  until  adequate  and  satisfactory  housing  is 
dlable  which,  at  the  request  of  Mayor  Shelley,  can  take  up  to  five 
years    if   necessary.     No   Industry    or   business    will    be    moved    until 
adequate  facilities  are  offered  as   replacement. 

Must  moving  people  and  businesses  is  not  enough.  When  a  house- 
hold or  a  business  is  relocated  and  reestablished,  the  move  should 
represent  an  advancement.  A  wide-  range  of  aids  and  services  will  be 
employed  by  the  Agency,  working  with  the  people  of  A-2,  for  this 
purpose. 

'"It  is  therefore  with  confidence  that  we  recommend  this  plan  to 
you,  believing  that  it  would  indeed  be  difficult  to  create  one  that 
offers  greater  benefits   for  all  immediately   affected." 

Mr.  Herman  then  reviewed  the  redevelopment  plan  for  Western 
Addition  Project  Area  A-2  as  presented  by  the  Agency  and  as  con- 
tained in  the  files  of  the  Clerk's  Office,  along  with  slide  pictures  of 
the  area  in  question. 

Mr.  Herman  further  stated  that  the  members  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  would  meet  the  following  day  to  consider  a  policy 
statement  which  would  provide  that  there  would  be  no  forced  re- 
moval of  residents  for  a  period  of  four  years,  that  residents  would 
be  offered  at  least  two  alternate  sites  for  relocation,  and  that  owner 
participation  will  be  encouraged.  The  Agency  hopes  there  will  be 
established  a  development  corporation  set  up  to  provide  special  aids 
to  industries  which  must  move  and   expand. 

Evander  Smith,  Attorney,  objected  on  the  ground  that  these  matters 
are  not  directed  to  the  project  plan  before  the  Board. 

The  objection  was  taken  under  submission  by  the  Chair  and  denied. 

Mr.  Herman  continued  his  presentation  of  the  redevelopment 
plan.  He  summarized  and  presented  for  the  file  a  statement  showing 
the  major  additional  State  and  Federal  aids  available  to  families 
who  must  move,  which  have  been  put  into  effect  since  the  relocation 
of  residents  of  Western  Addition  Project  Area  A-l  during  1958-1960. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Herman's  presentation,  Mr.  Smith  re- 
quested that  he  be  allowed  to  cross-examine  Mr.  Herman  at  this 
point.  The  Chair  denied  the  request  without  prejudice  to  his  right  to 
cross-examine  at  the  conclusion  of  testimony  by  all  proponents. 

Lawrence  R.  Palacios,  Commissioner,  Redevelopment  Agency,  spoke 
in  favor  of  adoption  of  the  subject  plan. 

Irwin  Mussen,  for  his  Honor,  Mayor  John  F.  Shelley,  requested 
approval  of  this  plan,  which  the  Mayor  considers  a  part  of  his  com- 
prehensive program  to  fill  the  housing  needs  of  the  people  of  San 
Francisco. 

Everett  Griffin  offered  the  slides  shown  during  the  presentation  of 
the  redevelopment   plan  for  inclusion   in   the  official  Board  records. 
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James  R.  McCarthy,  Director  of  City  Planning,  informed  the  Board 
of  the  City  Planning  Commission's  approval  of  the  redevelopment 
plan  for  Western  Addition  Area  A-2  as  being  in  conformity  with  the 
Master  Plan,  and  the  Commission's  recommendations  in  connection 
with  its  implementation,  as  contained  in  the  Commission's  Resolu- 
tion 5813,  adopted  August   13,   1964.

There  being  no  one  else  present  wishing  to  speak  in  favor  of 
adoption  of  the  redevelopment  plan,  the  Chair  called  first  for  any 
questions  by  members  of  the  Board. 

In  response  to  questions,  Mr.  Herman  stated  that  in  the  judgment 
of  staff  and  counsel,  the  approval  by  the  electorate  of  State  Ballot 
Proposition  14,  an  initiative  measure  which  would  repeal  the  Fair 
Housing  Law,  would  certainly  suspend  the  entering  into  a  contract 
between  the  Federal  Government  and  the  Agency  and  the  execution 
of  this  redevelopment  plan.  If  the  plan  is  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Agency  would  make  every  attempt  to  have  the  con- 
tract with  the  Federal  Government  executed  before  the  election 
on  November  3,  1964. 

Roland  J.  Henning,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  stated  further  that 
Robert  C.  Weaver,  Housing  Administrator,  Housing  and  Home  Fi- 
nance Agency,  has  informed  them  that  he  is  doubtful  whether  ap- 
proval of  Proposition  14  could  release  local  contracting  agencies 
from  their  existing  contractual  obligations.  Mr.  Herman  added  that 
if  the  Board  adopts  this  redevelopment  plan,  it  can  expect  that  it 
will  be  approved  and  financed  by  the  Federal  Government.  The 
Federal  Government  prefers  to  have  five  weeks  in  which  to  process

The  Chair  announced  that  hearing  of  testimony  of  all  interested 
persons  having  been  concluded  at  the  Board  meeting  of  September

It  was  noted  by  the  Chair  that  all  persons  who  testified  would  be 
placed  under  oath  at  this  hearing,  unless  this  had  already  been  done 
at  the  prior  session. 

Mr.  M.  Justin  Herman,  Executive  Director  of  the  Redevelopment 
Agency,  expressed  the  regrets  of  Mr.  Everett  Griffin,  Chairman  of 
the  Agency,  for  his  inability  to  be  present  due  to  illness,  and  indicated 
that  Mr.  Griffin  had  authorized  him  to  speak  in  his  behalf  at  this 
meeting.    Mr.  Herman  stated  that  inasmuch  as  so  many  of  the  items 
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questioned  by  the  opposition  had  already  been  answered  or  were  in 
the  record,  the  Agency  staff  waived  the  opportunity  for  rebuttal  and 
made  itself  available  for  questions  by  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Chair  inquired  whether  anyone  else  were  present  who  wished 
to  offer  rebuttal  statements. 

Mr.  Evander  C.  Smith,  Attorney,  representing  the  N.A.A.C.P., 
stated  that  that  group  would  have  a  revised  statement  to  read  as  a 
major  rebuttal,  but  first  wished  to  direct  certain  remarks  to  the  pro- 
ceedings themselves,  questioning  whether  they  might  properly  con- 
tinue at  the  present  time  because  it  had  been  alleged  that  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  certain  members  of  the 
Board  had  had  private  meetings  with  citizens  on  the  subject  matter 
thereof. 

The  Chair  stated  that,  having  been  so  instructed  by  their  counsel, 
the  City  Attorney,  the  Board  members  were  aware  that  they  were 
sitting  in  a  quasi-judicial  capacity  and  only  that  evidence  produced 
under  sworn  testimony  and  cross-examination  might  be  considered 
by  them.  Thereupon,  in  view  of  that  statement,  he  asked  if  there 
was  any  member  of  the  Board  who  wished  to  come  forward  and 
make  any  additional  statements.  Receiving  no  response,  he  invited 
counsel  for  the  N.A.A.C.P.  to  proceed.  Mr.  Evander  C.  Smith  called 
upon  Mr.  Kenneth  Simmons,  who  testified  that  he  had  had  conversa- 
tions with  some  of  the  Board  members  on  the  subject  of  Western 
Addition  Redevelopment  Area  A-2,  subsequent  to  the  last  Board 
session  on  the  subject.

He  offered  for  the  record  additional  petitions  from 
organizations  and  individuals  which  had  been  sent  to  him  protesting 
adoption  of  the  freeway  proposal.  He  urged  adoption  of  the  subject 
resolution  and  that  further  more  realistic  study  be  given  to  the  Cross- 
town  Tunnel  proposal,  which  is  the  City's  official  policy. 

Supervisor  Boas,  stated  that  in  supporting  the  Streets  Committee 
recommendation  he  was  not  expressing  opposition  to  freeways,  per  se, 
but  he  felt  the  proposed  Panhandle  Freeway  did  not  answer  San 
Francisco's  need  for  channelization  of  north-south  traffic. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  was  not  "anti-freeway"  and 
recognized  the  need  for  provision  of  means  to  facilitate  movement  of 
traffic  through  the  City,  but  he  was  not  convinced  of  the  need  for 
this  particular  freeway  now.  He  indicated  that  he  advocated  con- 
struction of  an  under-water  transit  tube  to  facilitate  mass  transit 
commuting  between  San  Francisco  and  Marin  County,  and  was  in 
favor  of  razing  the  ineffective  present  Embarcadero  Freeway  and  the 
increased  use  of  street  traffic  control  devices  to  improve  operations 
within  the  City.  He  further  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  Panhandle 
Freeway  routing  would  displace  4,000  residents,  and  would  compound 
existing  problems  with  regard  to  middle-income  housing  and  reloca- 
tion of  persons  displaced  from  redevelopment  areas. 

Supervisor  Morrison  urged  rejection  of  the  resolution.  He  stated 
he  felt  the  selection  of  the  proposed  corridor  for  construction  of  the 
freeway  was  overwhelmingly  valid,  and  while  he  was  net  satisfied 
with  everything  in  the  plan  he  believed  that  after  adoption  of  the 
route  an  acceptable  design  could  be  produced  by  the  State  Division 
of  Highways.  He  indicated  he  believed  every  esthetic  objection  could 
be  answered  and  the  problem  of  rehousing  displaced  persons  satis- 
factorily solved.

Hearing  Held. 

SPECIAL  ORDER— 2:00  P.  M. 

Presentation  of  Progress  Report  by  Mayor's  Market  Street  Coordi- 
nating Committee  and  its  Advisory  Subcommittee,  and  the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District,  on  the  subject  of  planning:  and  improvement 
of  Market  Street. 

File  No.  297-61. 

Mr.  James  Browne,  Community  Relations  Officer  for  the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District,  assisted  by  Mr.  Winfield  Salter,  presented  an 
illustrated  description  of  the  present  status  of  plans  for  location  of 
routes  and  subway  stations  in  San  Francisco.  He  indicated  that  the 
District  encouraged  the  participation  of  civic  leaders  and  private 
interests  in  securing  the  best  possible  design  of  station  entrances. 
He  outlined  the  criteria  which  must  be  observed  in  adopting  changes 
in  the  District's  plans,  which  may  be  proposed  by  the  member  com- 
munities. He  stated  that  extension  of  mezzanines  in  the  stations 
as  an  expense  of  construction  of  the  rapid  transit  system  which  had 
been  suggested,  could  be  justified  only  if  the  street  must  be  opened 
for  cut-and-cover  type  construction. 

Mr.  S.  M.  Tatarian,  Chairman  of  the  Market  Street  Coordinating 
Committee,   reported   on   the   activities  of   the    Market   Street   Task 
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Force,  which  was  organized  to  integrate  into  the  District's  plans 
the  needs  and  desires  of  San  Francisco  as  determined  by  the  City- 
Departments  directly  concerned  with  the  project,  as  well  as  the 
wishes  of  affected  utility  companies  and  property  ownership  groups. 
He  indicated  it  had  been  determined  that  an  estimated  sum  of  $350,000 
would  be  required  to  engage  urban  design  architectural  consultants 
and  to  expand  the  Task  Force  for  development  of  a  plan  for  Market 
Street  from  the  Embarcadero  to  Van  Ness  Avenue.  He  stated  that 
efforts  to  secure  Federal  funds  for  this  purpose  had  not  been  success- 
ful, and  a  supplemental  appropriation  request  for  $75,000  (the  amount 
presently  available  for  this  purpose),  had  been  submitted  so  that  the 
services  of  the  necessary  consultants  might  be  obtained  at  once.  He 
indicated  that  it  had  become  evident  to  the  Task  Force  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  have  the  stations  designed  so  as  to  admit 
the  maxium  amount  of  air  and  sunlight,  and  to  this  end  a  concen- 
trated effort  was  being  directed  to  solution  of  the  problem  of  reloca- 
tion of  utilities. 

Thereupon  the  Board  members  questioned  Mr.  Tatarian  and  Mr. 
Adrien  Falk,  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  the  subject  of  relocation  of  existing 
utilities  under  Market  Street.  It  was  ascertained  that  under  the  law 
the  District  was  obligated  to  bear  the  cost  of  reestablishment  of 
utilities  in  areas  where  they  are  disturbed  by  the  District's  activities, 
i.e.,  primarily  in  the  stations  themselves,  but  not  in  the  subway  areas 
between  stations.  In  this  connection,  Mr.  Falk  stated  that  the  District 
had  an  open-minded  attitude  as  to  the  extent  of  its  obligations,  and 
was  willing  to  cooperate  in  any  way  possible  to  achieve  an  acceptable 
solution  to  this  major  problem.  He  stated  that  in  order  to  keep  work 
on  schedule  the  City's  technical  advisors  should  have  answers  for 
the  District  within  three  months  as  to  the  City's  desires  in  this  regard. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  requested  that  Mr.  Tatarian  submit  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Task  Force  on  specific  alternative  methods  of 
providing  funds  required  for  Market  Street  planning  and  reconstruc- 
tion, if  it  is  not  possible  for  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
under  legal  restrictions  to  totally  fund  the  required  sums.  He  also 
asked  for  an  idea  of  the  time  required  to  give  answers  to  the  District's 
critical  questions  relative  to  design  criteria,  as  well  as  for  a  break- 
down of  the  uses  for  the  $350,000  which  was  requested  for  study 
purposes,  and  the  time  within  which  these  monies  would  be  required. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted 
to  Mr.  Edward  Keil,  Chairman,  Mission  Renewal  Commission,  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  comments  on  the  Mission  District's  prob- 
lems and  plans  in  connection  with  the  Rapid  Transit  Plan.  Mr.  Keil 
reported  that  his  group,  composed  of  businessmen,  merchants  and 
home  owners  in  the  Mission,  was  working  on  a  self-financed  plan 
for  renewal  and  redevelopment  of  their  District.  He  stated  that  they 
felt  a  study  of  design  of  the  proposed  rapid  transit  stations  at  16th 
Street  and  at  24th  Street,  and  their  effect  on  property  and  on  traffic 
flow  in  these  areas,  should  be  undertaken  immediately,  and  that  the 
sum  of  $20,000  be  provided  by  the  City  for  this  purpose. 

Following  Mr.  Keil's  presentation,  the  Board  members  directed 
questions  to  Mr.  Tatarian,  Mr.  Falk,  Mr.  Keil  and  Mr.  James  Mc- 
Carthy, Director  of  Planning,  and  at  the  conclusion  thereof  it  was 
determined  that  the  date  of  Monday,  January  25,  1964,  by  which 
time  the  Technical  Feasibility  Study  would  be  completed,  be  set  for 
hearing  of  the  next  progress  report  by  the  Mayor's  Market  Street 
Coordinating  Committee  and  its  Advisory  Subcommittee,  and  the 
representatives  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District.
